§17.40. 100. Temporary Signs

Temporary signs shall be allowed in addition to primary signs and be located onpremise.
Temporary means any sign displayed for less than 90 days. All sign types not listed in the
following section are not permitted.

D. Garage Sales, Homemade Craft Sales, Home Boutique Sales
1. Only households and immediate neighborhoods may qualify under these
regulations. These sign standards do not apply to commercial ventures, temporary
vendors, or the sale of new merchandise not crafted or prepared by the seller
residing at the residence where the items are sold;
2. Garage sale, homemade craft, or home boutique signs shall be limited to a
maximum size of four square feet and shall be located on private property at the
location of the sales activity;
3. Such signs shall not be located within the sight distance triangle;
4. Signs at other locations to attract interest to the event may be posted on private
property from dawn until dusk on the day of the sale. Signs shall be removed at
night for sales that occur over more than one day;
5. The name of the sponsor, their address, and phone number shall be written on the
back of the sign;
6. Signs shall not be placed on public property, on utility poles, light poles, or within
the public right-of-way; such off-premise signs may be removed by the City.
